No one cares -to talk on this subject; in 
light moments it is taboo—the death's head 
at the feast is always a symbol of the doom 
beyond escape. The very word casts a 
gloom over ordinary conversation. Cer- 
tainly to treat so serious a subject jestingly 
argues a lack of sense in the eternal fitness 
of things; to express a contempt for dying 
is idle sophistry. Still by talking of death 
rationally and without a mysterious lower- 
ing of the voice we would do much to re 
move the morbid thoughts connected with 
the supreme act of mortality. 

Why, indeed, should we fear death so 
greatly, for others, or for ourselves? It 
death comes suddenly we shall have no time 
for premonitory pangs, such as a mother ex- 
periences before the act of birth. If death 
come painfully and after long suffering, then 
is he in reality the sweet consoler; not a 
black image rattling inarticulated bones, but 
a seraph crowned with stars. Old age, ex- 
treme old age, is more to be prayed against 
than actual dissolution. Epictetus remarked 
once to a very senſle Roman who was em- 
ploying the most fantastic means to keep 
the flickering fame from going out: What! 
thou fanciest then that thou art yet alive!” 
Alas! many of us today are in the same 
state as that decaying Roman. We would 
keep ourselves alive without knowing why. 

Darius wept at the thought that in a hun- 
dred years’ time not one of his countless 
warriors would be still on earth. Yet no 
one ever wept because he was not living a 


as logical, or rather as illogical, as the other. 
For the order of creation is from death to 
life and from life te death and a period is 
nothing, an age is as a drop of rain. Time 
does not belong to the individual, only an 
atom of it is his; a grain of sand from the 
shores of the infinite. 

Certain reptiles in the river of Hypanis are 
born at sunrise and die at sunset; to them 
eighteen hours means extreme old age; they 
have as much right to claim time as their 
particular heritage as the nonagenarian 
nodding over the coals that fail to warm 
and hopeful to complete his century.

BEAUTIFUL AVENUE. 

There is one unique attraction in On- 
tarlo which arrests the visitors at- 
tention and commands his admiration 
as soon as he arrives. This is the beau- 
tiful Buclid avenue, Ontario's main 
street. It is 200 feet broad and divided 
into three distinct sections. Through 
center of the thoroughfare is a 


the 
curbing en each side. This strip is re- 
served for the local suburban electric 
railway and throughout its entire 
length is planted out in 27-year-old 
pepper trees and palms. 

On the right ‘and left of this central 
strip are two other similar strips up- 
on which the general traffic is accom- 
modated and these are again separated 
by a curbing from the sidewalks on 
either side of the avenue, Through 
the central parts of the city these side- 
walks are made of cement. The gen- 
eral traffic roads are well made and 
have been thoroughly oiled. 

Along the curb line of the sidewalks 
are other pepper trees which spread out 
droop down ke willows until 
their follage almost touches that of the 


trees planted in the central strip. This 
in five hours without difficulty.

the appearance of three beautifully

The building is typical 
‘of Southern California, being patterned 
after the mission order with its white 
walls of cement plaster to represent the 
old Spanish adobe brick and its roof of 
red tile. 

Acrosa from the Chamber of Com- 
merce building on one side of the ave- 
nue is the City Hall built also on the 
mission order and surrounded with ap- 
propriate lawns and trees. ‘The city 
government has ly purchased the 
entire block on ich the building 
stands and the sum of $2000 will imme- 
diately be spent for the parking and 
general improvement of this land, which 
will undoubtediy add more delight to 
the eye of the stranger as well as sup- 
plying the inhabitants with a luxury 
which has been desired for years.

part of the city. It is a pretty mis- 
sion building, containing eight rooms, 
with an accommodation for 350 pupils. 
It is equipped with a fine sanitary heat- 
ing apparatus and all other modern 
conveniences. There are seven teach- 
ers and the enrollment is about 200. 
The grounds will soon be planted out in 
flowers. 

There are five other similariy- 
equipped bulldings in the district. The 
total grammar school enroliment this 
vear is 750, and the loeal school board 
provides twenty-three teachers. 

To show the growth of the school 
work in Ontanio it is to be noted that 
in 1900 the total public school enroll- 
ment for Ontario and Upland num- 
bered 576. In 1906 Upland incorporated 
as an independent town, and the school 
census for Ontario alone that year 
shewed an enrollment of 690 pupils. 
The last echool census places the en- 
roliment at a little leas than 1000.

WITH THEIR CASH: 


Ground Already Secured and Paid 
for, to Start the Municipal Farm. 
People to Be Educated as Well as 


The “Back to the Land” movement, 
inaugurated in this city some time 
ago, by Mrs. Johanna von Wagner, ex- 
pert of the City Housing, Commission, 
and Mrs. J. Louis Michod, club woman 
and sociological student, is now on a 
fair way to be put inte practical oper- 
ation. 

These two public-spirited women, 
seeing the need for bettering the con- 
dition of large, homeless families, 
have gone down into their own pockets 
and from their private means, se- 
cured sufficient land near San Pedro 
to locate a few families, and hold the 
refusal of adjacent land at a low fig- 
ure, to be purchased the moment phil- 
anthropic people come forward with 
the funds for the purpose. 

What they need at once, is money to 
connect water pipes, build cabins and 
tent-houses, and start the gardens for 
several families to whom immediate 
aid must be given. 

Mrs. Wagner is well known to the 
sociological colony of this city, as the 


inspector of the Housing Commission, | 


whose work has been of inestimable 
value and of the most unselfish and 
intelligent character. She has the 
honor of being the first woman inspec- 
tor in the United States, having served 
the city of Yonkers and New York 
City, for eleven years in that ca- 
pacity.

Now about 
one-third of this amount is found to 
be ample. The water users of Greeley 
arid neighboring districts in Colorado 
used to think their crops would burn 
up unless they had a miner's ingh ot 
water to the acre. Now they are rais- 
ing crops on the same und that are 
worth about four times much with 
one-fourth the water formerly used. 
Thel are learning that cuitivation takes 
the place of irrigation to @ great ex- 
tent. 

The demeastration farms establish- 
ed in former years have been main- 
tained. These have been of great value 
dur the past year in showing, 
among. other things, the benefits to be 
derived from the use of scanty water 
supplies on small fields in connection 
with dry farming. At the Cheyenne 


arm during the past season, fifty-four 


bushels of oats were raised per acre 
with the application of only eight 


‘inches of irrigation water, while the 


crop grown without irrigation was 
practically a failure. AlMaifa yleided 
4805 pounds of hay per acre with the 
application of 142 inches, while the 
unirrigated field yielded only 550 
pounds. Beardless barley with the ap- 
plication of 9.7 inches of water, yielded 
only thirty-one bushels per acre; that 
unirrigated and raised on summer fal- 
lowed grouftd only 2% bushels. 
At Gooding. Idaho; 8&8 tons of red 
clover was harvested from land which 
received only 19 inches of irri- 
gation water. These results show what 
ean be done with a limited supply of 
water when properly applied. 

“The need of investigating the ques- 
tions which arise in connection with 
the use of water in irrigation is so 
keenly feilt by the people of the West 


yiahat several western States are now 


co-operating with the department in 
the prosecution of these studies. For 
years the States of California and Utah 
have given dollar for dollar for the 
purpose of carrying on this work. The 
States of Idaho and Wyoming are like-

ONDON, Dec, 91.—When the story

The 
thedter cannot be used as an airing 
place for private grievances or fanati- 
cal hobbies. Gentlemen with econo- 
mic theories to exploit should exploit 
them at the curbstone if they must, 
but on the stage—never. Persons who 
see a settiement of industrial troubles 
according to their own lights should 
not expect to settle them before can- 
vas scenery. And the continuous, 
dreary matter of sexual sin, hurled 
repeatediy at our heads by our Eng- 
lish cousins, is far from alluring 
when it is dished up in problem doses. 
My contention that the prime purpose 
of the theater is amusement has noth- 
ing to do with the seriousness or the 
frivolity of the stage. By using the 
tactics of the entertainer or the pro- 
pounder one can, at will, make a sert- 
ous drama of absorbing interest, or 
turn a farce into a theorem. The man 
who would hold the public ear for any 
length of time cannot forget the old

The first time this title was used as a 
name was when the nephew of the 
Emperor Vespasian, Flavius, was sur- 
named “the merciful,” or Clemens. 
After this the name became general 
in Rome. 

This first Clement, the Emperor's 
nephew, was a martyr. He was con- 
verted to Christianity, and when the 
emperor found it out, Clement was put 
to death. There is a legend that he 


the ocean. A shrine arose about his 
head when it touched the water, and 
therefore Clement became the 
patron saint of @ailors. 

There were other saints of the name, 
and there is some confusion attached 
to their history. Sometimes it is said 
that this martyred Clement is the fel- 
low worker of St. Paul mentioned in 
the Epistle to the Philippians. 
sometimes it is sald that this one re- 
ferred to by St. Paul was one of the 
popes, perhaps the successor of St. 
Peter, more likely the third bishop of 
Rome after St. Peter. Again, it is 
said that St. Clement the martyr him- 
self was one of the Popes. 

At all events there were fourteen 
Popes named Clement, the last of 
whom occupied the papal chair from 
1768 to 1774. There was a St. Clement, 
& martyr, who lived in the first cen- 
tury and there was an early church 
father named Titus Flavius Clemens, 
or Clement. of Alexandria, who lived 
about a hundred years after the death 
of St. Clement the martyr. 

Later than these very early church- 
men of the name, late enough so that 
he is not confused with them, lived St. 
Clement of Ireland. who was born 
about the middle of the eighth century, 
and died about the year 818. St. Clem- 
ent of Ireland left his native land. and 
journeyed to the court of Charlemagne. 
There, like many other men of learn- 
ing, he was welcomed. and given every 
opportunity to increase his learning. 

St. Clement was unusually success 
ful as a teacher. It is sometimes said 
that he founded the University of 
Paris. Although this statement is not 
true, it is true that St. Clement was 
among the first great teachers in 
Paris, and that the work which he be- 
gan grew and grew, until it was 
merged with the great university which 
was founded some years later. 

There have not been very many fam- 
ous women of this name of mercy. One 
of the few was Clemence, the wife of 
Louls X., King of France. She was 
the daughter of Charles Robert, King 
of Hungary, and married King Louis 
ag his second wife. She was crowned 

1315, but did nbdt reign long. King

The king left Clemence many riches. 
But she was saddened by his death, and

A famous man and a famous woman 
of this name lived in the sixteenth cen- 
tury. The man was an Englishman, 
Clement Adams, who was born in War-

Adams remembered not because he

The famous sixteenth-century woman 
of the name was Clemence de Bourget. 
She was born in Lyons, France, and 
lived there most of her life. She de- 
veloped a strong talent for music and

for writing, and the city of Lyons look- 
ed u her as a genius. In factfi or 
two occasions she was pointed out to 
two k who were journeying 
through the city as its most pri 
possession. Clemence de Bourget died 
when she was still young, in 1661. It is 
said that she died of a broken heart, 
because John de Peyrat, to whom she 
was betrothéd, fell fighting in the seige 
of Beaurepatre. 

Other famous bearers of this name 
are Clementina Tanska, who was born 
in 1800 near Warsaw, Poland, a writer 
of poems and romantic tales; Clement 
Ingleby, born in 1823, near Birmingham, 


/pearean scholar and critic; (iement 
Biddle, a Quaker soldier who, in spite 
of his religious distaste for fighting, 
served as a soldier in the American 
Revolutionary war, a personal frieng

of George Washington, and the Prin- 
cess Clementine, daughter of the late 
King Leopold of Beigium, who after 
her father’s death, married the French 
nee who was the love of her youth. 
An English equivalent of the Latin 


name, is Mercy, with the pretty varia- 
tion Merry. This name was much de- 
loved by the Puritans, for they con- 
sideted it a name of great virtue. I- 
though it is not very often used at pres- 


ent, it is inherited in some families 
from the days of the Puritags in New 
England.

In the eyes of many working people, as a result of their education in 


the trade union movement, it is a crime to be possessed of great wealth re 
gardiess of how that wealth was obtained by its possessors. To many of the 
trade unionists those possessed of great wealth are considered the legitt- 
mate prey; and anything that will injure the rich is justified In the eyes of 
those possessed with the idea that the rich man is the enemy of the poor. 


This may seem incredible to those who have not given the subject care- 


ful consideration, but it Is a fact, nevertheless, and for such deplorable 
condition of affairs the union leaders are responsible. 

It is an awful thing to poison the minds of one class of people against.

FFICIENCY AND. 
WAGES OF LABOR. 


THE THINGS THAT INOREASE 


The effort of those who conduct in- 
dustries to reduce the cost of produe- 
tion by improved &ppliances and ‘meth- 
ods, preventing waste, > 
time and material, and increasing out- 
put, which would normally result in 
lowering prices, is counteracted by the 
exaction of higher wages accompanied 
by lower rather than higher efficiency 
in the labor factor, says the New York 
Journal of Commerce. This may take 
up all the advantage aimed at in the 
greater economic effect of other factors 
in the process of production and pre- 
vent the intended lowering of cost and 
of prices. If other influences are at 
work to advance prices it will aggra- 
vate their effect instead of offsetting 
them by the increased efficiency. The 
It will be te prevent consumers 
getting the benefit of improved 


production; and, as the workmen 
make up the great mass of con- 
sumers, they will be ved of the

As a matter of fact, much of the

a not upon scarcity; and plenty can

That can be promoted only by economy 
in a cost of producing and efficiency in 
roceases, thereby multiplying the 
number 


adds to the cost labor or capital of 
the units of product, manifestly dimin- 
ishes the benefit. So far as it operates, 
it tends.to scarcity instead of abuli- 
dance, to hardship rather than comfort, 
to poverty in place of diffused wealth. 
As a practical proposition this ought 
to be too obvious to need argument or 
elucidation, and yet many organised 
capitalists and laborers, with a short- 
sighted and delusive selfishness, are 
often found working in conflict with 
this elementary vrinciple.

HERE has never been a per- 
centage of a leadng first baseman, 
in any year since 1871, that fell be- 
low .961, which is the record of 
first leader—West Fisier, in 1871. Since 
lest there has not been a leader's rec- 
ord below .980. 

In no other position on the field has 
this high average percentage been 


maintained; and none but pitchers Connor 


have ever had a higher fielding per- 
centage in any position than the .996 
that poor old “Dan” McGann made in 
1906. . 

This noticeable fact has caused it to 
be sald by many that first base is, 
relatively, one of the easiest to field. 
This opinion is somewhat strengthened 
by the fact that the record number of 
chances accepted at first base, 1986, by 
“Jiggs” Donahue, in 1907, is almost 
amazing in number when compared 
with the record chances accepted in 
other positions. The highest for sec- 
ond basemen are the 988 that Laie 
accepted in 1908; for third basemen, 
only 601, by Collins, in 1898, in Boston; 
of shortstops, 955, by Allen, of the 
Philadelphias, in 1892, and of fielders, 
only 424, by Slagle, with Washington, 
in 1899. 

DAN M’GANN AT FIRST. 

That a higher record for 
reckoned by the percentage of chances 
accepted, should come to a player who 
is offered more chances by far than 
any other would seem to indicate that 
the position is one of less difficulty to 
field than the others.

I 
shall not soon forget a birdseye view I had of the city 
last night. The moon was at its full and its great 
round silver disk changed the night into day. Its rays 
mellowed the yellow limestone of which the buildings 
are made, and transformed them to ivory. They soft- 
ered the glare of the white, rocky roads, and made the 
mountains and valleys wok like those of fairyland. 
From the top of the hills I could see the plain of Esdrae- 
lon, which in its fertility vies with the Nile Valley; 


which stretches on for 2000 miles to Gibraltar and the

COUNTING THE STARS. 


It is estimated by F. A. Bellamy of the Oxford Unt- 
versity Observatory that there are about 1,000,000,000 
of stars in the universe. The task of photographing 
and counting them is now in progress at about twenty- 
five observatories in different parts of the world. 

Greenwich has now photographed and mapped out 
the sections which under the scheme were allotted to 
it, being the first observatory to complete its part of 
the work. Many of the stars thus catalogued are invis- 


pear distinctly in the photographs. 

This phenomenon is explained by the fact that in an 
astrographic telescope a photographic plate may be ex-

WHERE THE QUILL PEN SURVIVES. 


Quill pens, as an official correspondent explains, sur 
vive in government offices as outward and visible signs 
of officialism; like blue paper and red tape. In the 
courts they are indispensable, for who can imagine 
counsel. faking a note with a steel pen or using it to 
point at a witness or to give emphasis to an argument? 
But the art of mending quills is almost lost, and prob- 
ably ninety-nine out of a hundred readers who at- 
tempted to “nib” one after the mannér of Dotheboys 
Hall would succeed only in cutting their thumbs. 

The use of quill pens is by no means confined to gov- 
ernment offices. Several well-known novelists still 
stick to the quill; it is indeed the only writing imple 
ment with any personality—if it is refractory you can 
coax it. The mending of a quill does not require much 
practice and you can buy for a fe wshillings a little 
machine that does it for you beautifully. You may eas- 
ily write 15,000 words with one quill, mending it four 
times, which gives six quilis to the novel. — [London 
Chronicle. 


LUMBER IN RIVER BED. 


The Great Northern is constructing a new concrete 
bridge across the river in this city and in excavating 
for the foundations it finds that the bottom of the river 
is literally filled with logs. 

When the city was established in 1870 its first indus- 
try was a sawmill and logs were floated down in large 
numbers to be sawed into lumber here. Many of these 
logs appear to have become watersoaked, gradually 
burying themselves in the bed of the stream, and they 
are now found to be in an excellent state of preserva- 
tion. 

In view of the present price of lumber it is quite pos- 
sible that it will prove highly profitable to raise them 
and have them cut up.—({Fergus Falls correspondence 
St. Paul Pioneer Press.

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To Grow our own Rubber 
EXPERIMENTS BEING MADE BY THE 

DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE. 

- By Rene Bache. 

EFORE long we shall grow our own rubber. In- 
B deed, we have begun to do so already. Recent 

experiments of the Department of Agriculture 
seem to show that the “castilloa” rubber tree, so 
largely cultivated in Mexico, can be successfully intro- 
duced into this country. It ought to do well in Florida 
and Southern California, and its product is of excel- 
lent quality. 

Meanwhile, rubber growers in the Hawaiian Islands 
have just sent to market a quantity of their product 
which represents the first commercial “tapping” of 
trees Hépefully planted in the little archipelago during 
the last half<iozen years. There seems to be an ex- 
cellent’préspect for the success of the enterprise, the 
plantatf@ne'already covering 1500 acres. That the 
quality 6f'the rubber is first-class may be judged from 
the fact that it sells in the market within 2 cents a 
pound of the price of Para, which is the standard and 
the very best. 

It is an American enterprise, undertaken under the 
auspices and direction of our own Department of Agri- 
culture. .The department, also, is making experiments 
in rubber culture, more newly begun, on the island of 
Porto Rico, where a number of different kinds of 
ri bber produeing trees have been planted for experi- 
mental purposes. 

In the Philippines, where the forests are full of native 
rubber plants of numerous species, a special study of 
the subject is being made, with a view to ascertaining 
which ones are best adapted to cultivation in that archi- 
pelago. The matter is deemed of great importance, be- 
cause the government has made up its mind that it is 
high time we produced our own rubber. For some time 
past we have imported more than $30,000,000 worth of 
it per annum; and, with a diminishing supply and a 
demand increasing by leaps and bounds, we have every 
inducement to utilize our tropical possessions for the 
development of an industry which promises in the fu- 
ture to become enormously profitable. 

We want fubber in great quantities for automobile 
tires. We want it for rubber shoes—in New England

By means of steel cables two heavy cafs 
are hauled to the top of this mountain, and are lowered 
again with their human freight. The ascent is made 
from the famous Red Rocks—strange formations not 
unlike those that have given the Garden of the Gods its 
fame. Mr. Walker has created a park among these 
rocks, and has found a natural amphitheater, nestled | 
among the largest formations, where open-air concerts, 
are given to vast throngs of people. Mount Morrison 
rises high above the park and amphitheater, and only 
a man of Mr. Walker's daring wovld have thought of 
building a railroad up so steep an ascent. 

It is thought by engineers that the Mount Morrison 
railway illustrates the ultimate in cable construction. 
To construct a line with a longer cable hau! is an im- 
possibility, yet this line is considered so safe that Mr. 
Walker carries no insurance whatever, as he considers 
an accident an impossibility. An operator ascends and 
descends with each car, and is in constant means of 
commubication with the engineer on the mountain peak 
by means of a telephone.

When a person wants to drink, 
he simply picks up the common tumbler, plucks a lin- 
ing” from the holder, inserts . fills the receptacle, swal- 
lows the contents, and then throws the false cup into a 
convenient waste basket. 

It ig the ambition of thos. in charge of the great gov- 
ernment printery to make it a model factory, especially 
in regard to sanitation. Already many improvements 
of the kind adopted there have been taken up and util- 
ized go much advantage by manufacturers in various 
parte of the country. Before long some such device as 
that above described is certain to be in use by business 
concerns quite generally, as well as in office buildings 
and other public places

solved by the paper cups for individual use which are 
sold by slot machines in many public places nowadays.

THE DIPLODOCUS CARNEGII. 


The diplodocus, recently erected in Carl Hagenbeck's 
“Prehistoric Zoo” at Stellingen, measures some sixty-six 
feet in length, und is virtvally a duplicate of the skele- 
ton in the American Museum of Natural History with 
the flesh on. At the Natural History Museum at South 
Kensington is a skeleton of the Diplodocus Carnegii, the 
largest of the dinosaurs, measuring some eighty-four 
feet from shout to tip of tail, and towering some thirty 
feet in height. „It was decided, however, to build a 
specimen on the New York model, this being known 
to be correct. Indeed, over seven-tenths of the skele- 
ton of this wonderful beast in the New York Museum is 
built cp of the animal's own bones. 

The skeleton was obtained in 1899 from the famous 
Bone Cabin Quarr) in Central Wyoming—a veritable 
graveyard of prehistoric animals and the richest de- 
posit of fossil remains known. Like many other 
great finds, it was discovered by accident. Indeed, fos- 
ail hunting is lik® prospecting for gold, for the collector 
never knows when he is going to unearth some treas- 
ure and strike it rich. In the days when this animal 
and its fellows were alive the country which now com- 
prises Wyoming, Montana, Colorado, New Mexico, and 
the Dakotas possessed a tropical climate, not unlike 
that of Brazil today, the region including great lakes of

This means that 
the commercial breeders are increasing their flocks 
and adding to their plants. The prevailing high prices 
for eggs and carcass have undoubtedly stimulated de- 
velopment and attracted people of means and enter- 
prise to the hen as a business proposition. But the 
evidences of progress extend in other directions, not 
the least of which has been improvement in the quality 
of flocks as well as in numbers. No breed nor variety 
das shown greater advance in this direction than the 
Rhode Island Reds. It was not so many years ago 
that this breed was comparatively unknown in this 
State; today it will hold its own in numerical strength 
with the Plymouth Rocks and Leghorns. The reason? 
The breed by careful selection has been greatly im- 
proved in the last few ycars, not only in features pleas- 
ing to the eye, but also in points of utility. Both for 
eggs and meat it is highly spoken of by those who have

In some parts of Japan the lodgings at poor men's 
inns can be obtained for 5 sen (about a penny.) There 
is a reduction on the 8-sen inn if the room or cubicle 
ve engaged for two nights.

2 A CURIOUS ACCIDENT. 


“Tt is well known that the coats of certain animals 
are affected by climate,” said a naturalist. “Thus, in 
the cold north, the fox, the ermine and the ptarmigan 
change their coats in winter from brown to pure white. 
But the influence of temperature on animals was never 
so clearly demonstrated as in a recent accident to a 
cat on board an ocean liner sailing between South- 
ampton and India. 

“The cat, a jet-black one, was locked accidentally in 
a cold-storage room. This room was not opened until 
the boat's arrival at Aden, thirty-six days later on. The 
poor cat, hardly recognizable, emerged from its polar 
existence with an ear ffozen-off and with its coat very 
much longer and thicker than usual. But what was 
most surprising was that on its back the hair had 
changed from black to almost white. 

“The summer heat of the Red Sea soon caused the 
cat’s uselessiy heavy coat to fall off, and the white hair 
on its back disappeared, so that, on arriving in London, 
it had regained the normal] appearance of a cat of the 
temperate zone.” 


A CHRISTMAS TOMATO HARVEST. 


Harvesting tomatoes at Christmas time is a novel 
industry that keeps thirty-five men busy at North 
Wales. The tomatoes are growing on a four-acre tract, 
all of which is under monster greenhouse, the largest 
in the world. 

Some years ago a company that made a specialty of 
raising American Beauty roses put up a greenhouse 
150 feet wide, 575 feet long and 32 feet high on its 
grounds at North Wales, and 45,000 plants were grown 
in the great glass house. The profits wére so satisfac- 
tory that another greenhouse of the same height and 
width, but 700 feet long, was built. As it was not com- 
pleted in time for last year’s planting of roses the own- 
ers raised tomatoes in it.

Searching for Parasites. 


b 8. WOGLUM was in India at last report, hunting 
«for insect enemies of the white fly. He has already 
made two sendings of a ladybird which he found feed- 
ing upon the citrus fy in Saharampur. Dr. Howard has 
received the first lot and forwarded the insects to 
Florida, where an attempt will be made to establish 
them. Mr. Woglum also found that a certain fungus 
was prevalent which also desiroys the fly, and it was 
sent along with the insects. If Mr. Woglum does as 
good work in this line as he and his associates did in 
the cyanide investigation, great results will follow. It 
is in a different field, however, and one extremely dif- 
cult to make profitable. a 
California is not at this time interested in the natu- 
ral enemies of the citrus white fly, but would be should 
this pest become established. We may not expect to 
be always successful in exterminating it or keeping it 
in control, even with the power to quarantine made 
greater or the ability to control be extended. Out- 
breaks of this dreadful pest may be expected at any 
time, and our duty is to extirpate it if possible wher- 
ever found. 0 
Whether Mr. Woglum has found a valuable insect in 
India or not, the Bureau of Entomology is pursuing a 
wise policy in the search for beneficial insects. There 
cannot be too many men ptt into the fleld for this pur- 
pose. The sugar planters of Hawaii have had a man 
in the islands of Borneo and Java for many years trying 
to discover parasitic enemies of the insects that attack 
so virulently their sugar cane. Every encouragement 
should be given these searchers.
